Reorganization  -  Governor  Ray  Mabus's  Committee  to  study  reorganiza- 
tion in  state  government  has  made  its  report.  There  are  several  recommen- 
dations that  relate  to  the  public  two-year  college.  I  hope  that  you  will  keep  up 
with  these  recommendations  as  they  are  studied,  finalized  and  presented  to 
the  state  legislature  for  action. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  all  segments  of  the  state  government  need  to  do 
whatever  is  necessary  to  provide  good,  efficient  and  well-coordinated  servic- 
es to  the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Mississippi.  The  public  two-year  colleges 
want  to  do  their  part,  but  we  do  not  want  to  destroy  a  program  that  has  been 
serving  the  people  of  our  state  in  such  an  outstanding  manner  for  so  many 
years.

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One  recommendation  from  the  reorganization  study  is  to  place  the  two- 
year  colleges  under  the  Board  of  Institutions  of  Higher  Learning.  This  would 
jeopardize  the  local  board  of  trustees  and  transfer  control  of  these  institu- 
tions from  local  to  state  level.  One  of  the  reasons  for  the  success  of  the  local 
two  year  colleges  has  been  its  close  association  with  grass  root  level  govern- 
ment and  the  people.  I  just  don't  believe  this  will  be  a  good  move  for  the  two- 
year  colleges.  State  level  government  tends  to  move  at  a  slower  pace  and  is 
not  concerned  about  local  needs.  State  control  will  not  improve  the  services 
of  the  two-year  colleges  nor  will  it  save  money.  It  has  been  estimated  that  if 
the  two  year  colleges  were  funded  at  the  same  level  as  the  freshman  and 
sophomore  student  at  the  four-year  college,  it  would  cost  up  to  eighty-one 
million  dollars  immediately. 

The  State  Board  for  Community  and  Junior  Colleges  is  a  coordinating 
agency  and  should  continue  to  carry  out  its  function  as  such.  Also,  local 
boards  of  trustees  should  remain  in  control  of  the  local  institutions. 

Please  contact  your  legislators  today  and  tell  them  to  leave  the  public  two- 
year  college  out  of  the  reorganization  plan.

"The  group  will  elect  their  own  of- 
ficers, will  meet  at  certain  times  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  will  involve  contact 
with  many  students  the  college  loses 
contact  with  after  graduation  from 
Co-Lin,"  Walker  said. 

Other  action  taken  by  the  board  of 
directors  was  to  finalize  plans  for  the 
October  29  homecoming  festivities. 

This  year's  homecoming  will  center 
around  the  college's  60th  anniver- 
sary with  events  planned  to  com- 
memorate the  college's  progess  from 
1928  to  the  present. 

Reunions  for  the  classes  of  1928, 
1938,  1948,  1958,  1968,  and  1978 
will    be    held    at    10:30    a.m.    with 


Co-Lin's  High  School  classes  of 
1948,  1958,  and  1963  holding  the 
reunion  at  the  same  time. 

Also,  the  1938  women's  state 
championship  basketball  team,  the 
band  and  auxiliaries,  and  the 
Trailblazers  will  meet  at  10:30  a.m. 

The  annual  tennis  tournament  will 
be  held  the  weekend  before 
homecoming  with  the  women  tourna- 
ment beginning  on  Friday,  October 
21,  and  the  men's  starting  Saturday, 
October  22.  A  golf  tournament  is  also 
planned. 

The  alumni  association  will  hold  its 
annual  luncheon  at  noon  on 
homecoming  day  in  the  Henley 
Building. 

Walker  said  that  during  the  lun- 
cheon several  people  will  be  honored 
including  the  oldest  alumnus,  the 
person  who  traveled  the  farthest,  the 
largest  class  present,  and  the  largest 
family  present. 

Other  honorees  will  include  this 
year's  inductees  to  the  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame,  the  alumni  of  the  year,  and 
the  outstanding  instructors  of  the 
year. 

At  2:30  p.m.,  the  Co-Lin  Wolves  will 
play  the  Wildcats  of  Pearl  River  Com- 
munity College  in  Stone  Stadium, 
with   the   homecoming   court   being 


presented  prior  to  the  game. 

The  Henley  Building  Hall  of  Fame 
room  will  be  the  location  of  the  col- 
lege's 60th  anniversary  reception  im- 
mediately following  the  game. 

Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames,  college  presi- 
dent, discussed  the  Investment  in  Ex- 
cellence fund-raising  campaign  dur- 
ing the  dinner  meeting,  and  Walker 
reminded  the  group  that  nominations 
are  due  for  alumni  of  the  year  and 
outstanding  instructors.

Co-Lin  celebrates  60th  anniversary

When  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College  faculty  and  staff  members 
returned  for  another  school  year  last 
month,  there  was  not  quite  as  much 
pageantry,  frivolity,  pomp,  and  cur- 
cumstance  as  was  recently  con- 
ducted in  New  Orleans  and  Atlanta. 
Balloons  did  not  penetrate  the  air  nor 
were  there  13,000  reporters  to  cover 
the  opening  of  school.  There  was, 
however,  a  definite  feeling  of  an- 
ticipation and  of  great  things  to  hap- 
pen in  this  school  year--  the  60th  an- 
niversary of  Co-Lin's  serving  its  area 
as  a  community  college. 

The  opening  workshop  celebration 
began  with  faculty  members  and  staff 
workers  receiving  an  anniversary  cof- 
fee mug.  A  luncheon  featured 
decorations  signifying  the  college's 
long  tradition  as  an  excellent  educa- 
tional institution.  The  menu  for  the 
luncheon  offered  a  bit  of  nostalgia 
since  this  was  the  same  menu  as  that 
used  by  the  Co-Lin  Alumni  Associa- 


tion in  December,  1927. 

Following  the  luncheon,  the  group 
adjourned  to  the  Ewing  Fine  Arts 
Building  where  Mike  Mclntyre 
presented  a  multi-image  slide  sound 
presentation  entitled  "Copiah- 
Lincoln:  60  years  of  Sights  and 
Sounds."  Returning  faculty  members 
were  pleased  to  see  such  segments 
as  "Familiar  Names  and  Their 
Faces,"  "Five  Presidents,"  and 
"Sights  and  Sounds  of  Each 
Decade".  The  presentation  conclud- 
ed with  the  "Rolling  into  the  90's."  A 
genuine  feeling  of  pride  and 
challenge  was  felt  by  those  present. 

When  the  students  arrived  on  cam- 
pus and  registered  for  classes,  they 
were  given  mementos  of  this  special 
year  such  as  bumper  stickers,  memo 
clips  and  rulers  with  "Co-Lin  60  years 
of  service"  indicated  on  them. 

As  this  school  year  progresses, 
there  will  be  various  events  and  ac- 
tivities to  point  with  pride  to  Co-Lin's 


fine  tradition  of  excellence.  On 
September  16,  the  half  time  activities 
at  the  football  game  will  include  a 
fireworks  display.  The  multi-media 
slide  presentation  will  be  available  for 
viewing  throughout  the  year,  with 
showings  planned  for  Homecoming, 
October  29.  From  November  through 
January  there  will  be  a  library  display 
commemorating  Co-Lin's  history  and 
years  of  service.  In  April  the  spring 
ball  concert  will  feature  "period" 
music.  Also,  in  April  a  reception  will 
be  held  to  honor  retirees  from  Co-Lin.

A  unique  organization  within  the 
Alumni  Association  will  hold  its  first 
meeting  ever  at  homecoming  on 
Saturday,  Octover  29. 

Graduates  of  the  Last  Decade  are 
eligible  for  free  membership  in  the 
GOLD  Club. 

"We  know  of  a  university  in  New 
York  that  has  a  GOLD  Club  and  no 
one  else,"  states  Burlian  Walker,  Ex- 
ecutive Director  of  the  Foundation 
and  Alumni  Affairs. 

"This  is  a  special  way  we  can  show 
our  younger  graduates  that  we  still 
care  and  a  unique  way  they  can  con- 
tinue to  show  their  interest  in  and 
love  for  Copiah-Lincoln,"  Walker 
states. 

At  the  meeting,  set  for  10  a.m.  on 
homecoming  day,  the  group  will  meet 


to  organize  and  select  officers. 

Hopefully,  a  special  function  for  the 
group  can  be  planned  during  the 
year,  Walker  adds. 

"All  those  who  have  graduated  in 
the  past  ten  to  fifteen  years  and  those 
35  and  under  are  most  welcomed  to 
attend  the  first  meeting  and  become 
a  charter  member  of  the  group.

"I  read  about  the  success  of  the 
GOLD  Club  in  a  New  York  University 
in  the  Chronicle  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion and  the  idea  hit  —  if  they  can  do 
it,  then  we  can  do  the  same.  I'm  ex- 
cited over  the  prospects  of  the  GOLD 
Club.  Plans  will  be  made  at  that  initial 
meeting  to  have  by-laws  drawn,  make 
plans  for  the  year,  elect  officers,  etc. 
All  those  who  attended  Co-Lin  and 
who  are  under  35,  not  involved  in 
another  meeting,  are  invited  to  at- 
tend," Walker  said.

Scott  LeBeau,  Class  of  1938  and  a

Amory  native,  who  lives  in  Memphis 
Tenn.

BOGGAN 

Boggan  was  selected  for  basket- 
ball, while  Brazelton  was  chosen  for 
football,  baseball,  and  basketball. 
Mrs.  LeBeau  was  selected  for  her 
participation  in  basketball,  tennis, 
and  track,  with  Norton  chosen  for 
football,  baseball,  and  track. 

Boggan  played  basketball  at  Co- 
Un  from  1965-67  where  he  was 
selected  honorable  mention,  All- 
State,  in  1966,  and  to  the  first  team, 
All-State,  in  1967.  He  graduated  from 
Henderson  State  University  in  1971 
with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Educa- 
tion. At  HSU  he  played  basketball  for 
two  years.  A  1965  graduate  of 
Mendenhall  High  School  where  he 
lettered  in  basketball,  baseball,  and 
track,  he  was  All-District  first  team  in 
baseball,  All  Conference  first  team  in 
basketball,  selected  to  play  in  the 
Mississippi  High  School  All  Star 
Basketball  game,  and  he  participated 
in  the  state  overall  track  meet  in  long 
jump  and  high  jump,  all  in  1965.  He 
was  also  All  Conference  first  team  in 
basketball  in  1964,  the  second  team 
in  1963,  and  honorable  mention  in 
1962. 

BRAZELTON 
James  Edward  "Ed"  Brazelton, 
High  School  Class  of  1939,  played 
college  football  at  Co-Lin  in  1937-39. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  state  cham- 
pionship football  teams  of  1937  and 
1938.  He  also  played  baseball  in 
1937  and  college  basketball  in  1938. 
He  was  senior  class  president  in 
1938-39,    helped    coach    the    high 


school  girls  basketball  team  in  1937, 
was  named  most  outstanding  high 
school  student  in  1938,  and  he  was 
named  all  state  in  football. 

From  1941-43  he  attended  Union 
University  in  Jackson,  Tenn.,  where 
he  played  football  and  baseball  in 
1941-42.  He  also  played  semi-pro 
baseball  for  Gulf  Mobile  and  Ohio 
(GM&O)  in  1941-42  and  as  a 
freshman  and  sophomore  at  Union 
University  he  was  a  member  of  the 
first  team  and  the  1 943  team  that  won 
the  NAIA  football  championship. 

Brazelton  coached  baseball  -  in- 
dependent, semi-pro,  Little  League, 
Babe  Ruth,  Pony  League,  and  Colt 
League  -  for  20  years.  He  managed 
the  National  Baseball  Congress  for 
the  State  of  Alabama  champion  and 
represented  Alabama  at  the  national 
finals  in  Wichita,  Kansas.  He  won  the 
national  individual  sportsmanship 
award  in  1964  at  the  National 
Baseball  Congress. 

He  also  played  football  at  Decatur, 
Ala.,  in  1934-36  prior  to  coming  to  Co- 
Lin  and  he  played  baseball  as  an  in- 
dependent and  semi-pro  from  1932  to 
1948. 

Brazelton  served  in  the  U.  S.  Air 
Force  Aviation  Cadet  Program  from 
December  1943  to  December  1945. 
He  was  employed  with  the  U.  S.  Civil 
Redstone  Arsenal  in  Huntsville,  Ala., 
for  30  years  before  his  retirement  in 
1978. 

Brazelton  is  married  to  the  former 
June  Elise  Mullican  of  Wesson, 
daughter  of  the  late  H.  I.  "Happy" 
and  Mary  Nell  Mullican  of  Wesson. 
They  are  parents  of  two  daughters 
and  one  son  and  six  grandchildren.

LeBEAU 
Lynn  Scott  LeBeau  graduated  from 
Crystal  Springs  High  School  where 
she  played  basketball  and  baseball 
and  ran  track  and  was  active  in  all 
phases  of  campus  activities.  She 
entered  Co-Lin  in  September,  1936, 
where  she  participated  in  the  Glee 
Club,  French  Club,  "W"  Club, 
YWCA,  and  she  played  tennis  and 
ran  track.  Her  sophomore  year  she 
worked  as  secretary  to  then-registrar, 
Mr.  Willie  Smith,  and  in  addition  to 
her  freshman  activities  she  added 
basketball  and  was  team  co-captain. 


Although  the  Wolverine  team  was 
rated  the  lowest  of  the  eight  teams  in 
the  tournament,  they  came  away  as 
state  champions. 

Later  in  life  she  learned  to  play  golf 
and  has  won  many  trophies  around 
the  world.  Twice  she  played  in  the 
State  of  Mississippi  Women's  Golf 
Tournament,  in  Hattiesburg  and 
Biloxi  and  twice  she  has  played  in  the 
Co-Lin  homecoming's  alumni  golf 
tournament.  She  is  a  member  of  the 
Rolling  Hills  Country  Club  in  Crystal 
Springs. 

She  was  president  of  the  Women's 
Golf  Association  in  Tantallon, 
Maryland,  with  over  125  members 
and  she  was  able  to  play  many 
courses  in  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  in 
D.C.  She  has  won  numerous  bowling 
trophies. 

She  has  traveled  extensively,  hav- 
ing been  around  the  world  three 
times  and  having  spent  time  in 
Russia,  China,  Nepal,  Haiti,  Senegal, 
Kenya,  the  Ivory  Coast  and  having 
visited  many  countries. 

After  graduating  from  Co-Lin  in 
1938  she  enrolled  one  session  at  the 
University  of  Alabama,  then  worked 
four  years  at  Breland  Wholesale 
Company  in  Crystal  Springs. 

In  1942  she  married  Dr.  Francis  J. 
LeBeau,  a  Louisiana  native  who  had 
come  to  Crystal  Springs  to  work  at 
the  Experiment  Station  as  a  plant 
pathologist.  After  he  joined  the 
federal  government  they  lived  in 
many  places,  including  several 
foreign  countries.  When  Dr.  LeBeau 
retired  in  1973,  they  moved  back  to 
Crystal  Springs  where  he  had  his  own 
consulting  company  (EDCI)  - 
Economic  Development  Consultants 
and  Investments  and  did  much  travel- 
ing and  consulting  work,  mostly  in 
Africa,  for  the  World  Bank,  educa- 
tional institutions,  and  the  State 
Department.  Dr.  LeBeau  died  in 
August,  1987,  and  Mrs.  LeBeau  con- 
tinues to  make  her  home  in  Crystal 
Springs.

George  P.  Norton  played  football  at 
Co-Lin  in  1931  and  32  where  he  was 
named    All-State    in    1932    by    the

Clarion-Ledger.  He  also  played  first 
base  on  the  baseball  team,  leading 
the  team  in  home  runs  and  having 
the  highest  batting  average  both 
years.  Norton  worked  at  Co-Lin  dur- 
ing the  summer  to  help  build  a  track 
around  the  stadium.  In  1932-33  he 
had  the  distinction  of  hitting  the  first 
home  run  on  a  new  diamond. 

After  Co-Lin  he  attended  West  Ten- 
nessee State  Teachers  College  for 
two  quarters  and  transferred  to 
Draughon's  Business  College. 

Before  Co-Lin  he  graduated  from 
Amory  High  School  where  he  was 
football  team  captain  and  the  only 
player  in  Northeast  Mississippi  that 
year  to  make  All-State.  He  also 
played  football,  basketball,  baseball, 
and  ran  track. 


His  work  experience  included  with 
Wm.  R.  Moore  Co.;  Dixie  Greyhound 
Lines;  and  in  1935  with  the  Missouri 
Pacific  Railroad  as  a  bookkeeper  and 
timekeeper;  in  1941  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  president  of  Missouri 
Pacific  Railroad  as  chief  clerk  of  the 
Memphis  Union  Station  Co.,  then  sta- 
tion master,  then  mail  and  baggage 
agent  until  1955  when  he  was  ap- 
pointed supervisor  of  signals  and 
tracks,  then  as  general  foreman  for 
the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad.  He 
later  worked  for  L  &  N  Railroad. 

In  the  early  60s  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Memphis  Union  Sta- 
tion Employees  Organization.  He  was 
on  the  Board  of  Stewards  of  St. 
Luke's  United  Methodist  Church  in 


1938  and  served  as  board  secretary 
in  1940,  having  been  on  a  rotating 
Board  at  St.  Luke's  for  the  past  50 
years.  He  was  president  of  the 
1 10-member  Church  Loyalty  Class  in 
1979-80. 

Norton  received  an  award  as  a 
Masonic  Lodge  member  for  50  years 
and  he  has  been  in  the  Masonic 
Veterans  Organization  for  28  years. 

He  married  Mazie  Burkett  in  1938 
and  they  are  parents  of  two 
daughters. 

After  the  Nortons  retired  in  1975 
they  have  traveled  extensively,  hav- 
ing been  to  all  50  states,  in  Canada 
five  times,  and  in  several  European 
countries.

Commuter  buses  are  running  from 
Copiah,  Lincoln,  Franklin  and 
Lawrence  counties  during  the  fall 
semester.  The  busses  began  their 
routes  on  August  22. 

At  presstime,  the  Wolves  are  5-0, 
defeating  Northwest,  ranked  #2  na- 
tionally, 17-16,  on  the  October  1.  The 
Wolves,  nationally-ranked  at  #8  by 
the  NJCAA,  played  Southwest  on  Oc- 
tober 8  and  will  host  Hinds  on  Oc- 
tober 15. 

CAMPUS  AWARDS  AND  HONORS

Copiah-Lincoln's  Single  Parent/ 
Homemaker  program  recently  re- 
ceived $3,650  in  funds  from  the 
United  Way  of  Lincoln  County.  The 
funds  will  help  provide  student 
scholarships  and  will  help  fund  pro- 
gram services. 

Faculty  members  receiving  special 
honors  are  Dr.  Tim  Duncan  and  Jean 
Ricks. 

Dr.  Duncan,  music  instructor  at  Co- 
Lin,  is  one  of  eight  artists  in 
Mississippi,  Louisiana,  and  Florida 
who  will  share  $15,000  in  grants  from 
the  Southeast  Interdisciplinary  Fund. 
Dr.  Duncan  is  composing  music  for 
an  art,  music,  and  dance  collabora- 
tion which  can  be  viewed  by  the 
public  during  the  February  Festival  of 
Fine  Arts. 


Also,  Jean  Ricks,  business 
technology  coordinator,  has  been 
elected  to  serve  a  4-year  term  on  the 
Delta  Kappa  Gamma  International 
Personnel  Committee.  DKG  is  a 
166,000  member  organization  of 
women  educators  spanning  13  coun- 
tries.

Johnson  and  Gwyn  Young  have  been 
painting  and  varnishing  the  Mullen 
Gymnasium  floor  in  preparation  for 
the  upcoming  basketball  season. 
Coach  Johnson  has  six  players  retur- 
ning to  the  men's  squad  and  Coach 
Young  has  seven  returnees  to  the 
women's  team. 

The  college's  tennis  team  will 
travel  to  Atlanta,  Ga.,  in  October  to 
compete  in  the  ITCA  Small  College 
Rolex  Regional  Championships.

PTK    continues    winning    tradition

"The  Character  and  Climate  of 
Leadership:  Old  Frontiers  and  New 
Frontiers,"  is  the  challenging  Phi 
Theta  Kappa  Honors  Study  Topic  for 
1988-89.  Eta  Omega,  Copiah- 
Lincoln's  chapter,  finds  the  honors 
topic  especially  appropriate  for  this 
year  -  the  60th  anniversary  of  our  in- 
stitution. Copiah-Lincoln  has  been  in- 
strumental in  developing  leaders 
since  its  establishment  in  1928. 

Phi  Theta  Kappa,  the  national 
junior  college  honorary  scholastic 
fraternity,  was  organized  in  1918  to 
promote  scholarship,  to  develop 
character  and  to  cultivate  friendship 
among  students  in  junior  colleges 
across  the  country. 

The  Eta  Omega  chapter  was 
chartered  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior 
College  in  1951.  Miss  Lula  Stevens 
was  the  first  faculty  advisor.  Each 
year,  campus  scholastic  leaders  have 
been  initiated  into  the  fraternity. 

In  1955,  Miss  Willie  Mae  Hamill 
became  Eta  Omega's  advisor.  In 
1971,  Durr  Walker,  Jr.,  was  ap- 
pointed associate  advisor  to  the 
group  and  became  advisor  upon  Miss 
Hamill's  death  in  1973. 

At  the  Bicentennial  PTK  Conven- 
tion in  Philadelphia,  Penn.,  in  1975, 
Eta  Omega  was  named  one  of  the 
Top  Ten  chapters  in  the  country. 
Also,  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames,  president 
of  Copiah-Lincoln,  was  recognized  as 
one  of  six  outstanding  Alumni  of  Phi 
Theta  Kappa. 

From  1976  until  1986,  Mrs.  Sharon 
Alexander,  Mrs.  Jane  Smith  and  Miss 
Rita  Adams  served  as  associate  ad- 
visors to  the  chapter.  In  1986,  Russell 
Ray  and  Barbara  Webb  became  Eta 
Omega  advisors. 

Eta  Omega  blazed  new  frontiers  of 
leadership  in  the  fraternity  as  it  in- 
stalled chapters  at  Southwest 
Mississippi  Junior  College  at  Summit 
and  Copiah-Lincoln's  Natchez  Cam- 
pus. Chapter  members  have  served 
as  regional  officers,  and  the  chapter 
has  hosted  the  regional  conventions 
several  times. 

In  1987  and  again  in  1988,  the  Eta 
Omega  chapter  was  honored  for  ex- 
ceptional performance  as  a  chapter 
and  for  service  to  the  regional  and 
national  fraternity  programs  by  being 


named  one  of  the  Top  Ten  chapters 
in  the  nation.  Chapter  presidents, 
Stacy  Reid  in  1986,  Rhonda  Rayborn 
in  1987  and  Michael  Osborne  in  1988 
also  received  national  and  regional 
honors.  Russell  Ray,  advisor,  was 
named  to  the  Hall  of  Honor  in  1987. 

Among  the  chapter's  ac- 
complishments cited  were  hosting 
the  outstanding  MS/TN/LA  regional 
convention,  preparation  of  a  hand- 
book for  planning  a  regional  conven- 
tion, sponsoring  an  adoption  agency 
for  chapters  and  running  a  candidate 
for  national  office. 

Co-Lin's  chapter  also  published  a 
regional  newsletter,  participated  in 
the  fraternity's  Honors  Program,  a 
study  of  the  U.  S.  Constitution  and 
was  active  in  "Outreach,"  the 
fraternity's  national  service  project, 
which  acquainted  high  school  seniors 
with  advantages  of  attending  two- 
year  colleges. 

As  a  fitting  climax  to  the  study  of 
the  U.  S.  Constitution,  the  PTK 
honors  topic,  forty  chapter  members 
attended  the  1988  national  conven- 
tion in  Washington,  D.C. 

As  a  Top  Ten  chapter,  the  Eta 
Omega  chapter  received  a  scholar-

Institute  which  was  held  June  18-27 
at  Western  Washington  University  in 
Bellingham.  The  scholarship  was 
shared  by  1988-89  officers  Rob  Trox- 
ler  and  Susan  Sullivan. 

During  this  Copiah-Lincoln  an- 
niversary year,  Eta  Omega  will  con- 
tinue to  take  a  leadership  role  on 
campus  and  in  the  fraternity.  The 
leadership  of  the  faculty  is  recogniz- 
ed by  naming  the  Teacher  of  the 
Week  and  a  teacher  appreciation  pro- 
ject. A  course  on  the  national  honors 
topic  is  being  taught  first  semester. 
Other  campus  projects  include  tutor- 
ing, an  "I  Wish  I  Had  Known"  booklet 
for  freshmen  dormitory  students,  the 
"Student  Sound"  and  an  essay  con- 
test.

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Old  campus 

rules  and  social  life 

reveal  "rigid"  early  conditions

The  founders  of  Copiah-Lincoln  were  stern  taskmasters 
when  it  came  to  regulating  students'  behavior  and 
dress,  yet  they  did  permit  limited,  supervised  activites. 
Strong  efforts  were  made  to  teach  obedience,  punctuali- 
ty, manhood  and  womanhood,  and  students  who  were 
not  willing  to  be  controlled  were  quickly  dismissed  from 
the  college. 

A  general  rule  applying  to  all  students  was  that  boys 
were  required  to  work  on  the  farm  for  several  hours  each 
week,  and  girls  were  required  to  serve  the  meals  in  the 
dining  hali. 

To  leave  the  campus,  students  had  to  secure  permis- 
sion from  parent  or  guardian.  Visiting  was  certainly 
discouraged  during  the  early  years  of  the  junior  college. 
According  to  the  1929-30  catalog:  "Boarding  students 
will  be  permitted  to  make  one  weekend  visit  home  at  the 
close  of  each  scholastic  month,  provided  their  work  and 
conduct  are  up  to  standard.  No  student  will  be  excused 
before  3:30  Friday  afternoon,  and  he  must  return  before 
Monday  morning.  Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  make 
other  than  home  visits  from  our  school  "  Privileges  were 
lost  if  students  went  home  for  weekend  visits  at  other 
than  appointed  times.  Also,  no  excuses  were  accepted 
for  students  not  returning  on  time.  Students  who  travel- 
ed by  rail  were  expected  to  reach  Wesson  on  trains  No. 
23  and  No.  26  Sunday  night.  The  catalog  additionally 
states,  "We  have  found  by  experience  that  only  few 
students  can  make  frequent  visits  home  and  maintain 
satisfactory  record." 

To  go  to  the  library  to  study,  girls  were  required  to  sign 
up  by  3  p.m.  They  marched  over  with  a  teacher,  remain- 
ed there  until  the  library  closed,  then  marched  back  with 
the  teacher  and  answered  roll  call  once  in  the  dormitory. 
This  rule  was  stili  in  effect  as  late  as  the  late  60's. 

Rules  regulating  dress  were  also  strict,  and  the  stu- 
dent was  expected  to  conform.  According  to  the  1 929-30 
catalog,  girls  were  required  to  wear  uniforms  for  all 
public  occasions.  The  catalog  stated:  "Girls  are  re- 
quired to  wear  some  simple  white  dress  of  wash  silk, 
linen,  or  madras  for  church  and  all  public  programs  in 
the  fall  and  spring  seasons.  Only  black  ties  and  belts 
may  be  used.  For  winter  months  dresses  of  navy  blue 
wollen  material  without  colored  trimmings  are  required. 
Black  hats  of  small  shape  have  been  adopted  for  use  for 
all  seasons.  .  .No  colors  will  be  used  for  trimming.  For 


everyday  wear,  girls  may  use  such  clothing  as  would  be 
suitable  for  the  local  school  at  home.  Medium  to  low- 
heeled  shoes  are  suggested  for  every-day  wear."  Other 
wearing  apparel  was  left  to  the  individual,  provided  that 
"extravagance  in  cost"  was  avoided  and  the  "common 
laws  of  health  observed."  All  of  the  local  students  who 
took  part  in  school  activities  were  required  to  meet  the 
dress  regulation  for  the  occasion.  Also,  the  students 
were  required  to  go  to  the  pep  rallies  and  were  expected 
to  cheer.  Hats  and  gloves  were  to  be  worn  when  girls 
went  to  town. 

Restricted  in  behavior  and  apparel,  the  students  of  the 
20's  also  enjoyed  life  in  a  more  circumscribed  manner. 
Their  activities  were  usually  planned  for  them  as  group 
activities.  A  well-chaperroned  group  would  perhaps  ride 
to  Brookhaven  on  a  bus  to  see  a  movie  such  as  "Smiling 
Through."  They  usually  dressed  up  for  such  a  big  event, 
and  the  girls  wore  hats  and  gloves.  Dress-up  clothes  were 
also  worn  for  dinner  Wednesday  evenings  when  a  string 
quartet  or  orchestra  would  entertain.  Assemblies,  held 
frequently,  were  for  enlightenment  but  also  for 
discipline  because  students  were  checked  by  a  seating 
chart.  About  the  only  time  to  really  relax  was  in  the  after- 
noons after  the  required  hour  of  physical  education.  P.E. 
was  initiated  until  1930,  but  the  plans  were  formulated 
in  1928--"splendid  schedule"  according  to  the  catalog, 
immediately  after  P.E.  each  day,  the  big  activity  was  to 
go  the  "Hut",  a  log  cabin  on  the  site  of  the  old  Grill.  If 
the  student  was  lucky  enough  to  have  a  nickel,  he  could 
splurge  on  an  ice  cream  cone. 

To  improve  himself,  the  student  could  take  penman- 
ship or  to  improve  the  school,  he  could  work  on  the  an- 
nual, the  Co-Lin,  or  the  newly  organized  newspaper. 
The  annual  won  special  recognition  at  the  State  Fair. 
The  girls  could  join  Girl  Reserves  and  the  boys  Hi-Y. 
Many  students  participated  in  intercollege  contests  in 
the  academic  areas,  such  as  English,  history,  and 
mathematics.  Competition  was  keen  and  interest  lively 
because  the  school  accumulating  the  most  points  for 
three  years  would  keep  the  cup.  These  contests  were 
events  in  the  spring  when  sports  were  not  so  active.  Pep 
rallies  were  a  big  part  of  the  student's  life  -  he  cheered 
and  supported  his  school  almost  fanatically.  In  those 
days  life  was  uncomplicated  and  filled  with  the  enjoy- 
ment of  simple  pleasures. 
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What  Co-Lin  has  meant  to  me.  .  . 


I  speak  for  myself  only:  Co-Lin 
was  a  unique,  profound,  and  positive 
experience  for  me,  my  first  break 
from  family  and  home,  my  first  win- 
dow to  the  world. 

It  all  began  in  the  fall/Of  1946  in  the 
afterglow  of  the  end  pf  World  War  II. 
Veterans  fortunate  enough  to  return 
home  poured  onto  the  campuses  of 
America.  Co-Lin  was  no  exception. 
From  these  young  men  I  learned  that 
pain,  as  well  as  happiness,  can  mold 
and  shape  life,  can  add  depth  and 
humility,  can  enhance  maturity. 

From  childhood  I  had  been  taught 
that  learning  is  an  adventure  and  a 
privilege,  that  education  is  a 
priceless  jewel,  the  door  to  a  useful 
and  happy  life.  These  premises  I 
found  to  be  true;  equally  true,  I  found 
that   not   all   education  was  in  the 


books,  that  human  relations  were  just 
as  important.  I  saw  strangers  res- 
pond to  love  and  kindness  to  become 
friends,  friends  to  study  with,  talk  to, 
pray  with,  and  love  to  this  day. 

I  found  teachers  who  cared,  who 
were  tough  and  firm,  but  fair  and 
sincerely  interested  in  their  students. 
Miss  Grace  Huff,  history,  Miss  Ger- 
trude Mutton,  music,  Miss  Bell  Lind- 
sey,  English,  Mr.  R.  R.  Pearce,  social 
studies,  and  others,  opened  my  win- 
dow to  the  world  as  they  gave  me 
glimpses  of  other  cultures,  other 
times,  other  places,  and  whetted  my 
appetite  to  learn  even  more. 

I  discovered  that  learning  is  a  con- 
tinuous process,  never  fully  com- 
plete, never  arriving  at  the  final  goal 
line. 

The  university  I  attended  after  Co- 


Lin  made  me  appreciate  even  more 
the  personal  attitude  of  the  students 
and  teachers,  the  warm  atmosphere 
of  the  Co-Lin  campus. 

Times  have  dramatically  changed 
since  1948,  but  no  two-year  period 
has  had  more  impact  on  my  life  than 
the  two  years  I  spent  at  Co-Lin.  I  grew 
mentally,  spiritually,  and  socially.  For 
me,  Co-Lin  was  the  right  place  at  the 
right  time. 

Thank  God  for  Co-Lin,  for  the  in- 
sight and  inspiration  of  its  teachers 
then,  for  the  progressive  leadership  it 
has  today.  May  it  continue  to  grow 
and  meet  the  needs  of  today's  youth 
as  only  a  caring  community  college 
can!

Special  guests  at  the  season  opener  with  Coahoma  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bruce  Flint  of  Baton  Rouge,  La.. They 
were  greeted  by  Co-Lin  President  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames.  Mrs  Flint  provided  the  game  football,  in  memory  of  her 
brother  George  Piro,  who  died  after  a  tragic  automobile  accident  on  August  1,  1936.  Mrs.  Flint  recently  wrote  Dr. 
Thames  seeking  information  on  the  52-year-old  accident  and  research  produced  newspaper  articles,  from 
Brookhaven  and  Hazlehurst.  Young  Piro,  who  had  been  enrolled  in  Co-Lin's  summer  school,  and  who  was  a  pro- 
mising young  athlete  from  Mangman,  La.  and  would  have  been  a  freshman,  and  Gilbert  "Glbby"  Miller  of 
Hazlehurst,  who  was  a  popular  returning  football  player,  were  killed  when  they  were  knocked  from  the  running 
board  of  a  car  by  another  vehicle.  Ten  passengers  were  inside  the  car,  another  young  man  on  the  opposite  runn- 
ing board,  and  young  Piro  and  Miller  on  the  right  running  board.  Miller  was  killed  instantly  and  Piro  lived  only  a 
few  hours.

"One  day  a  month  each  Co-Lin  boy  tosses  his  Lit  book 
in  a  corner  and  dons  overalls  and  brogands  for  a  day's 
work  with  Cap  Wallace  (the  late  Noah  Wallace  of 
Wesson  who  was  an  employee  of  Copiah-Lincoln  for 
many  years).  Despite  the  fact  all  of  'em  groan  when  their 
work  day  comes,  they  really  enjoy  a  day  spent  outside  of 
the  class  rooms.  In  that  day  they  can  forget  bad  grades 
and  reproving  profs,  work  up  an  appetite  and  get  some 
practical  experience. 

It  is  the  uncertainty  of  what  type  of  work  a  boy  will  do 
that  makes  the  day  a  trifle  exiciting.  He  may  be  sent  to 
plow  some  lonely  hill  behind  the  school,  shove  a  lawn 
mower  over  the  campus,  drive  a  team  of  mules,  pull 
corn,  haul  hay,  build  fences,  drive  a  truck,  or  any  of  a 
score  of  jobs  that  accompany  each  season.  In  doing 
these  jobs  the  boys  learn  to  work  with  other  boys,  how  to 
take  instuctions,  and,  most  important  of  all,  what  it 
means  to  get  close  to  nature." 

"THREE  TIMES  A  DAY.  .  .Where  as  boys  of  Co-Lin 
gain  practical  knowledge  of  farm  work  one  day  each 
month,  the  girls  receive  practical  training  that  is  equally 
important.  They  learn  how  to  serve  a  meal. 

For  ages  it  has  been  the  duty  of  the  woman  to  serve 
meals.  This  is  one  precedent  that  has  stood  the  acid  test 
of  time,  and  will  undoubted  continue  to  do  so. 

I  would  venture  to  say  that  no  girl  has  come  to  Co-Lin 
(or  any  other  institution)  without  matrimonial  aspirations. 
It  is  natural  for  every  woman  to  want  to  be  a  wife.  At  Co- 
Lin  the  girls  learn  just  what  it  is  to  wait  on  a  table  sur- 
rounded by  seven  hungry  students.  They  learn  what 
men  like  to  eat,  how  they  like  their  food  seasoned,  what 
they  like  to  talk  about  and,  in  general,  more  about  men 
than  they  would  otherwise  know.  Although  it  is  doubtful 
that  every  girl  will  be  able  to  snare  themselves  a  hus- 
band while  at  Co-Lin,  the  training  that  they  receive  here 
while  serving  will  be  valuable  in  any  walk  of  life. 

The  dining  room  duties  that  the  girls  perform  during 
their  month  of  serving  may  be  one  of  three.  The  majority 
of  the  girls  do  the  actual  serving  of  the  meal  -  placing 
the  food  on  the  table,  pouring  water  into  glasses,  hurry- 
ing back  after  refills.  Others  have  certain  tabies  allotted 
to  them  for  coffee  service.  The  remaining  girls  see  that 
the  syrup  pitchers  on  the  table  are  filled  before  each 
meal.  Syrup  is  a  popular  Southern  delicacy  and 
Southern  boys  and  girls  can  do  more  damage  to  a  pit- 
cher of  syrup  and  a  plate  of  hot  biscuits  than  nearly 
anyone  else. 


The  girls  receive  their  instruction  from  Miss  Fannie 
Callender,  the  Co-Lin  dietitian,  and  in  conversations 
with  her  learn  more  about  the  culinary  art.  It  should  be 
stated  here  that  another  trait  that  the  girls  develop  is  the 
art  of  being  cheerful.  Cheerfulness  goes  hand  in  hand 
with  a  meal  and  Co-Lin's  girls  soon  learn  that  they  must 
above  all  be  cheerful  while  serving.  In  general,  the  train- 
ing they  receive  is  just  as  essential  as  any  curricular 
course  they  may  take." 


Miss  Fannie  Callender  came  to  Copiah-Lincoln  as 
dietitian  when  the  school  was  still  an  agricultural 
high  school.  She  continued  to  serve  the  junior  col- 
lege for  nearly  40  years,  supervising  not  only  the 
preparation  of  food,  but  instructing  the  women 
students  in  the  proper  ways  to  serve  tables.  Miss 
Callender  is  pictured  beside  the  bell  she  rang  signal- 
ing the  familiar  "dinner  is  served". 
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Radiography  chosen  state's  most  outstanding  program

Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege's radiography  technology  pro- 
gram has  been  selected  as  the 
outstanding  program  of  the  year  by 
the  Mississippi  Association  of  Voca- 
tional Educators. 

The  award,  presented  at  the  state 
Vocational-Technical  Summer  Con- 
ference held  recently  at  Mississippi 
State  University,  was  accepted  by 
radiography  instructors  Laura 
Williams  of  Wesson  and  Verna 
McFadden  of  Brookhaven. 

Co-Lin's  program  won  over 
numerous  other  applicants  from  col- 
leges across  the  state. 

Nominated  by  the  vocational- 
technical  associate  dean,  Louis 
Dugas,  the  radiography  instructors 
had  to  submit  as  much  information 


about  the  program  as  possible. 

"We  filled  out  forms  concerning 
placement  records,  professional  af- 
filiation, and  instructor 
qualifications,"  McFadden  said. 

Zoula  Strong,  assistant  associate 
dean  of  the  vocational-technical  divi- 
sion, added  that  references  from  peo- 
ple who  had  been  associated  with  the 
program  were  also  a  requirement. 

"We  got  references  from  hospital 
administrators,  doctors,  and  others 
who  knew  about  the  quality  work  that 
our  graduates  are  doing,"  she  said. 

Since  seeing  its  first  students 
graduate  in  1982,  the  radiography 
program  has  placed  100  percent  of 
its  graduates  in  jobs  around  the  state. 

Approximately  85  percent  of  the  pro- 
gram's  graduates  pass  the  national 


registry  each  year  to  become 
registered  radiological  technologists. 

The  program  also  has  claimed  the 
Mississippi  '  Society  of  Radiologic 
Technology  Student  Prep  Bowl  Com- 
petition for  the  past  two  years  in 
District  VI. 

Co-Lin's  two-year  degree  cur- 
riculum provides  students  with  not 
only  classroom  theory,  but  also  with 
actual  "hands-on"  training  in 
medical  facilities  in  the  area. 

Accredited  by  the  American 
Medical  Association,  the  program 
provides  students  with  excellent  lear- 
ning facilities  and  equipment. 

"We  are  pleased  to  have  received 
this  honor  and  have  worked  extreme- 
ly hard  to  make  this  a  top-notch  pro- 
gram," Strong  said. 


Board  member  E.  A.  Redd  dies 


Long-time  Co-Lin  supporter  and 
alumnus,  Elmore  Ashley  "E.  A." 
Redd  died  in  a  Jackson  hospital  on 
September  2. 

Mr.  Redd  was  a  member  of  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College 
Board  of  Trustees  and  a  long-time 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. He  was  a  1941  graduate  of  Co- 
Lin. 

A  native  of  Lincoln  County,  Mr. 
Redd  had  lived  in  Adams  County  for 
nearly  40  years,  having  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Adams  County  Board 
of  Supervisors  from  1968  to  1976  and 
as  president  of  the  board  from  1971 
through  1976. 

He  was  appointed  to  the  college's 
Board  of  Trustees  in  1983  and  had 
worked  untirely  until  his  death  in  sup- 
port of  the  college.  He  helped 
establish  Adams  County  as  a 
member  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
District  while  serving  as  an  Adams 
County  supervisor,  and  he  helped 
establish  Co-Lin's  Natchez  Campus, 
especially  with  its  new  vocational- 
technical  building. 

An  outstanding  businessman,  Mr. 
Redd  was  co-owner  and  then  sole 


owner  of  Redd  Pest  Control  in  Nat- 
chez from  1953  to  1988. 

Active  in  his  community,  Mr.  Redd 
was  a  leader  in  civic  organizations, 
having  served  as  vice-president  of 
the  Natchez  Kiwanis  Club  and  as 
president  of  the  Natchez  Lions  Club. 
He  was  farsighted  in  helping 
establish  the  Natchez-Adams  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  he 
assisted  in  the  chamber's  endeavors 
through  the  years. 

He  was  extremely  supportive  of 
youth  activities,  having  sponsored  a 
team  of  the  Dixie  Youth  Baseball 
League  for  37  years. 

Mr.  Redd  was  a  devoted  church 
member,  having  served  as  an  elder 
for  20   years   of  the   Fourth   Street 


Church  of  Christ  and  later  the  Cov- 
ington Road  Church  of  Christ  as 
church  treasurer  for  a  dozen  years. 

Mr.  Redd  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Erma;  two  sons,  Ronald  of  Natchez 
and  Jerry  of  Baton  Rouge;  three 
daughters,  Gayle  Carlock  and  Sher- 
rie  Ray,  both  of  Natchez,  and  Michele 
Anderson  of  Wichita  Falls,  Texas;  six 
grandchildren;  four  brothers,  J.  C. 
Redd  of  Jackson,  Ashley  Redd  of 
Laurel,  Gordon  Redd  of  Gulfport,  and 
Zelmer  Redd  of  Summit;  two  sisters, 
Julia  Gremuth  of  Gulfport  and  Nellie 
Taylor  of  Portland,  Texas,  and  three 
stepbrothers,  Percy  Fuqua  and 
James  Fuqua,  both  of  Natchez,  and 
Gabe  Fuqua  of  Jackson.

Instructional  support  system  'outstanding'

The  words  "Learning  Center"  imp- 
ly a  central  place  to  go  to  get  "learn- 
ing". It's  not  quite  that  simple  at  Co- 
Lin  or  anywhere  else,  but  the  new 
Learning  Center  at  the  Wesson  cam- 
pus is  an  outstanding  support  system 
for  the  instructional  system. 

Located  in  the  Mutton  Building, 
which  received  major  renovation  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1988,  the  Learning 
Center  provides  comfortable,  modern 
space  and  "state  of  the  art"  equip- 
ment for  student  use  in  skill 
development/enhancement  and  for 
their  use  in  doing  outside 
assignments  and  projects.  But  the 
new  facility  is  only  part  of  the  Learn- 
ing Center  concept!  There  are  full 
time  professional  personnel  as  well  as 
a  staff  of  part  time  instructional 
assistants  and  a  host  of  student 
tutors  available  to  work  with  students 
5  days  per  week;  the  center  is  also 
open  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
evening  from  6  p.m.  to  9  p.m. 

The  Learning  Center  actually  grew 
out  of  the  need  for  a  developmental 
lab  setting  for  students  with  skill  defi- 
ciencies in  reading,  math  and 
English.  But  in  1985  the  center  was 
expanded  to  set  the  stage  for  pro- 


viding much  more  than  that!  We  knew 
that  the  Learning  Center  concept  was 
needed  to  provide  support  for  the  in- 
structional program  across  the  board, 
but  we  did  not  know  in  the  beginning 
how  fast  this  concept  would  catch  on 
with  faculty  and  students.  Over  the 
past  three  years  the  center,  through 
faculty  in  all  instructional  divisions, 
has  developed  a  library  of  computer 
software  and  other  materials  to  assist 
students  at  all  levels  and  in  all  areas 
of  the  curriculum.  The  use  of  the 
center  by  students  has  grown  by 
leaps  and  bounds  over  the  past  two 
years.  Students  have  discovered  that 
this  new  concept  is  in  reality  an  ex- 
cellent manner  in  which  to  gain  an 
edge  on  meeting  the  requirements  of 
their  studies. 

There's  another  feature  of  the 
Learning  Center  which  is  new.  This 
year  the  center  was  placed  under  the 
umbrella  of  the  library  as  a  part  of  the 
overall  learning  resource  support  ser- 
vice for  the  college.  This  provides  an 
opportunity  for  closer  coordination  of 
all  instructional  support  services.  Mr 
Ken  Chapman  is  Director  of  Library 
Services  which  now  includes  the 
Learning  Center.  Mrs.  Anne  Thames 


is  the  Director  of  the  Learning  Center, 
with  Mrs.  Linda  Payn  as  her  assistant 
and  Ms.  Audrey  Clay  as  secretary/ 
receptionist  for  the  center. 

Instructors  encourage  students  to 
use  the  resources  available  in  the 
Learning  Center  for  skill  development 
and  for  enhancement  and  reinforce- 
ment of  facts,  ideas  and  concepts 
learned  in  the  traditional  classroom 
setting.  This  concept,  as  well  as  the 
place,  has  become  very  popular  with 
Co-Lin  students,  if  their  use  of  the 
center  is  any  indication.  We  are  in  the 
process  of  ordering  even  more  equip- 
ment to  expand  the  potential  to  meet 
the  student  demand. 

One  might  well  ask,  "What 
measurable  effect  on  student  learn- 
ing can  be  seen  as  a  result  of  this  in- 
creased emphasis  on  the  Learning 
Center  concept?"  The  long  term  ef- 
fect is  not  known  yet,  but  preliminary 
indications  are  that  students  who  use 
the  Learning  Center  not  only  make 
better  grades  in  their  subject  matter, 
but  also  acquire  excelled  study 
habits  which  will  go  with  them  to  new 
areas  of  interest.

The  base  goal  for  the  Founda- 
tion/Board of  Trustees  is  $125,000, 
and  the  challenge  goal  is  $250,000. 
The  campaign  should  be  completed 
by  this  December. 

Four  other  campaigns  will  be  con- 
ducted, Walker  states.  Plans  are 
underway  for  the  alumni  and  for  the 


faculty/staff  campaigns.   Preliminary 
meetings  for  each  have  been  held. 

The  alumni  campaign,  now  under- 
way, will  continue  through 
December,  1989,  with  a  base  goal  of 
$100,000  and  a  challenge  goal  of 
$200,000. 

The  faculty/staff  campaign  began 
with  the  opening  of  school  with  a  cof- 
fee and  will  end  in  January,  1989. 
The  base  goal  is  $40,000,  and  the 
challenge  goal  is  $75,000. 

The  seven-county  area  campaign 
will  begin  in  October  and  will  end 
next  June.  A  base  goal  of  $350,000 
and  a  challenge  goal  of  $600,000  are 
set. 

The  foundations  campaign  has  a 
base  goal  of  $50,000  and  a  challenge 
goal  of  $100,00. 

"Each  campaign  will  have  its  own 
chairman,  division  chairmen,  vice- 
chairmen,  and  captains  who  will  call 
upon  each  other  for  soliciting  funds," 
Walker  states. 

Although  the  campaign  is  looking 
for  cash  commitments  over  a  three- 
year  pledge  plan,  other  gifts  will  cer- 
tainly be  welcomed,  including  real 
estate,  stock,  life  insurance,  deferred 
gifts,  items  of  value,  gifts-in-kinds, 
wills,  and  living  memorials. 


Donations  given  to  the  campaign 
are  tax-deductible  according  to  the 
terms  established  by  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service. 

"All  pledging  will  be  completed, 
hopefully,  by  December,  1989,  and 
all  donations  should  be  collected  by 
1992,"  Walker  said. 

Funds  earned  from  interest  on  the 
campaign  gifts  will  be  allocated  in 
two  phases.  Phase  one  consists  of 
endowment  for  faculty-staff  develop- 
ment, endowment  for  scholarships, 
instructional  program  enrichment, 
general  endowment,  and  the  learning 
enrichment  center. 

Phase  two  will  fund  community  ser- 
vices, the  unrestricted  annual  fund, 
the  renovation  of  Rea  Auditorium, 
development  office  fund,  transporta- 
tion needs  of  the  college,  and 
upgrading  athletic  facilities. 

Walker  states,  "We  will  eventually 
be  contacting  all  current  and  former 
Foundation  and  Board  of  Trustees 
members  about  further  plans  for  the 
campaign. 

"We're  excited  over  the  prospects 
of  what  this  campaign  can  do  for  the 
college.  A  gift  now  will  still  be  working 
for  the  college  years  after  we're 
gone,"  he  said.

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Co-Lin    Band,    Colettes    draw    national    recognition 


Since  its  formation  in  1930  the  Co-Lin  has  achieved 
state  wide  and  national  recognition  as  an  outstanding 
and  unique  show  band.  In  addition  to  the  half-time 
shows  at  Co-Lin  football  games  and  various  parades 
throughout  Mississippi,  the  band  has  performed  in 
many  other  states.  The  band  and  Colettes  have  traveled 
to  New  Orleans  for  numerous  Mardi  Gras  parades;  to 
Miami  for  the  National  American  Legion  Convention 
(1952);  to  Washington,  D.C.  for  the  National  American 
Legion  Convention  (1955);  to  Mobile  for  the  Senior  Bowl 
and  for  Ed  Sullivan's  "Toast  of  the  Town"  Variety  Show 
(1955);  to  Washington  D.C.  for  the  Cherry  Blossom 
Festival  (1964);  and  to  New  York  City  for  Macy's 
Thanksgiving  Day  Parade  (1965).  Co-Lin's  band  was 
among  twelve  in  the  nation  selected  for  the  Macy 
Parade. 

It  was  under  the  direction  of  Ralph  Williams  Franklin 
(1938-41;  1946-57)  that  the  Co-Lin  Band  became  noted 
as  both  a  spectacular  and  unique  show  band.  According 
to  Franklin  who  now  lives  in  Cleveland,  Mississipppi,  Co- 
Lin's  bandsmen  were  the  first  in  Mississippi  to  use 
dance  steps.  They  became  such  a  noted  attraction  that 
state  newspapers  called  then  the  "State's  No.  1  Jitter- 
bug Band"  (1940).  Franklin's  band  shows  also  specializ- 
ed in  firework  displays,  special  lighting  effects,  dancing 
majoretes  and  extensive  use  of  props.  Franklin  wrote  a 


book  for  band  directors  entitled  Props  Make  the  Band 
Show  which  he  says  "is  all  about  my  band  shows  at  Co- 
Lin."  It  was  the  dancing  majorettes,  however,  that 
brought  crowds  of  visitors  from  far  and  near  to  the  Co- 
Lin  halftime  shows.  The  dancing  girls  performed  using  a 
wide  variety  of  props  including  beach  balls,  ladders, 
bicycles,  hoops  and  fancy  headgear.  These  dancing 
girls  were  named  the  COLETTES  in  1950  by  their  direc- 
tor, Mrs.  Dot  Franklin.  Other  directors  of  the  Colettes  in- 
clude Mrs.  Berry  Jo  Stewart,  Mrs.  Jauwiece  Wilkinson, 
Mrs.  Diane  Buster,  Mrs.  Nena  Smith,  Miss  Lynn 
Cochran,  and  Mrs.  Janet  Blackmon. 

The  Colettes,  Franklin  said,  were  the  first  such  group 
in  the  state,  before  the  famed,  Dixie  Darlings  of  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi  and  the  Golden  Girls 
of  Louisiana  State  University.  According  to  the  Trillium, 
the  Colettes  not  only  are  the  first  in  the  state  but  are  the 
third  oldest  such  group  in  the  nation  having  been 
organized  as  a  unit  in  1930.  The  Colettes  continue  to  be 
an  attraction  of  the  Co-Lin  Band  up  to  the  present  time 
and  the  position  of  Head  Colette  is  still  an  honored  and 
highly  competitive  one.  Reminiscing  about  the  Colettes, 
Dot  Franklin  remarked  that  she  recalled  one  Head  Col- 
ette named  Mary  Little  who  always  stopped  the  show 
wherever  the  band  performed.  Head  Colettes  include 
the  following:

Clyde  Wilson,  band  director  at  Co-Lin  for  ten  years 
(1958-1959),  continued  the  show  band  style  initiated  by 
Franklin  and  featured  "Colette  dance  routines,  huge 
fireworks  displays,  twirling  specialities,  dance  bands, 
drills  with  and  without  lighting."  Wilson  increased  the 
number  of  Colettes  to  as  many  as  42  in  1966. 

As  the  tunes  the  band  played  in  the  1 950's  and  1 960's 
have  changed  from  "Oh,  You  Beautiful  Dolls"  and 
"Smoke  Gets  In  Your  Eyes"  to  those  of  the  1970's  such 
as  the  "Theme"  from  Star  Wars  ,to  those  of  the  80's,  so 
has  the  show  style  changed.  Stanley  W.  Stewart 
became  Co-Lin's  band  director  in  1970.  With  Stewart  a 
distinct  change  in  style  is  noted.  He  reinstated  the  Drum 
Major/Majorette,  added  both  a  Flag  and  Rifle  Corps,  and 
enlarged    the    percussion    section.    The    band    show 


Co-Lin's  band  enjoyed  priceless  publicity  as  state 
newspapers  captioned  Director  Ralph  W.  Franklin's 
bandsmen  as  "State's  No.  1  Jitterburg  Band"  and 
"the  dancing  bandsmen  from  Wesson".  Director  and 
Mrs.  Franklin  organized  Co-Lin's  Colettes,  Mississip- 
pi original  dancing  coeds. 


presently  takes  on  a  multi-media  dimension  exploiting  a 
counterpoint  of  sound,  movement  and  color  patterns.  As 
the  instrumentalists  play  Stewart's  own  arrangement  of 
pop  tunes,  the  guards  provide  colorful  and  intricate 
precision  drills  which  dominate  the  visual  effect.  The 
movement  and  color  patterns  are  enchanced  further  by 
the  dance  routines  of  the  Colettes  and  the  changing  for- 
mations of  the  entire  band.  Since  the  band  enters  the 
field  from  the  sideline  and  plays  directly  into  the  stands 
from  a  concert  formation,  a  full  and  balanced  sound  is 
allowed.  The  overall  sound  tempo  of  the  show  is  achiev- 
ed by  special  instrumental  solos  and  percussion 
features.

The  Natchez  Campus  began  its 
seventeenth  year  of  operation  with 
the  opening  of  the  1988  Fall 
Semester.

Systems  Repair  and  Maintenance; 
James  Davis  and  James  Lindsey, 
Commercial  Construction;  Darrel 
Herron,  Professional  Building 
Repairer/Cleaner;  Mrs.  Kathy  Mad- 
den and  Mrs.  Becky  Nevill,  Occupa- 


tional Food  Service;  Earl  Smith, 
Building  Trades;  Mrs.  Sonja  Spillers, 
Practical  Nursing;  Jim  Todd,  Land- 
scape Technology;  and  Mrs.  Myra 
Washington,  Single  Parent  Home- 
maker  Program. 

This  fall  the  Natchez  Campus  also 
began  a  new  evening  technical  pro- 
gram in  Banking  and  Finance 
through  a  joint  cooperative  agree- 
ment with  the  Miss-Lou  Chapter  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Banking.

Curriculum"  Program  and  coor- 
dinated by  Mrs.  Carolyn  V.  Smith, 
Co-Lin's  English  instructor  and  public 
i   information  officer. 

Mrs.  Willie  Mae  Dunn,  librarian,  is 
pleased  with  new  library  books  and 
A-V  equipment  purchased  with  the 
last  year's  special  legislative  funds. 
Students  now  have  access  to  the  use 
of  electronic  typewriters  and  com- 
puters in  the  Natchez  Campus 
library. 

Students  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  attend  over  twenty-five  cultural 
events  this  year  as  a  result  of 
cooperative  efforts  with  the  Natchez 
Community  Concert  Association,  Nat- 
chez Little  Theatre,  student  organiza- 
tions' special  programs,  and  the 
Wesson  Campus  Fine  Arts  Festival.

Strong  teams  produce  championships 


Sports  have  always  played  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  life  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln.  Under  the  leadership  of  H.  L. 
"Hook"  Stone,  the  Co-Lin  football 
team  captured  the  state  Junior  Col- 
lege Chapionship  in  1929,  1930, 
1931,  1932,  1933,  1934,  1937,  and  in 
1938  as  a  member  of  the  Junior  Col- 
lege conference.  It  was  not  until  47 
years  later,  1985,  that  Coach  Ray 
Ishee's  Wolves  won  the  Mississippi 
Junior  College  Championship  and 
then  defeated  Nassau  Community 
College  Lions  of  New  York  for  the 
East  Bowl  championship  and  placed 
seventh  in  the  NJCAA  final  poll. 

Continuing  through  the  years  to 
place  a  hard-hitting,  determined  foot- 
ball team  on  the  field  as  it  par- 
ticipates in  the  strong  south  division 
of  the  Mississippi  Junior  College 
Conference,  other  outstanding  teams 
have  included  in  1958  when  the 
Wolves  met  Tyler,  Texas,  Junior  Col- 
lege in  the  Hospitality  Bowl,  and  head 
coach,  A.  J.  Mangum,  was  selected 
Mississippi  Junior  College  Coach  of 
the  Year.  The  1970  team,  under  the 
late  Malcolm  Nesmith,  posted  a  7-1-2 
record,  best  in  the  state  two-year  col- 
leges that  year.  Ishee's  1986  team 
finished  in  the  state's  top  four  with  a 
9-2  reocrd. 

In  1948  the  Wolves  took  their  first 
State  Championship  in  men's  basket- 
ball and  have  continued  to  be  a  threat 
whenever  basketball  season  begins. 
Later  state  crowns  were  earned  in 
1949,  1973,  1974,  (also  Region  VII 
Champions),  1976,  and  in  1987.  The 
1974,  1985  and  1987  teams  won  the 
Regional  Championships  and  par- 
ticipated in  the  National  Junior  Col- 
lege Athletic  Association  Tournament 
in  Hutchinson,  Kansas.  The  1974  and 
1985  teams  placed  11th  in  the  nation, 
while  the  1987  team  finished  7th  in 
the  national  tournament.  Coaches 
leading  the  Wolves  to  the  top  in 
men's  basketball  have  included  T.  A. 
Ricks,  M.  K.  Turk,  William  Lewis, 
Richard  Williams  (a  regional  cham- 
pionship), and  Mike  Jones. 

Women's  basketball  has  been 
competitive  from  the  beginning,  with 
the  "Wolverines"  bringing  home  the 
State  Crown  in  1929  under  Coach 
Ruby  Evans.  Later  championships 
were  earned  in  1938  (led  by  Coach 
Viola  James)  and  in  1947  with  Coach 


F.  M.  Fortenberry. 

With  the  recent  completion  of  a 
new  track  for  Copiah-Lincoln,  the 
Wolves  have  been  strong  in  competi- 
tion. State  titles  in  track  were  taken  in 
1967  under  Coach  Guy  Barr  and  in 
1972  and  1976  under  Coach  C.  B. 
Hawkins.  The  1986  track  champion- 
ship title,  under  Coach  Ray  Ishee, 
belonged  to  Co-Lin. 


Sports  offered  on  the  competitive 
level  for  men  when  Copiah-Lincoln 
began  as  a  junior  college  in  1928  in- 
cluded football,  track,  baseball, 
volleyball,  basketball  and  tennis. 

The  woman  student  of  1928  was 
not  overlooked  in  the  area  of  com- 
petitive sports,  as  she  could  compete 
in  track,  baseball,  volleyball,  basket- 
ball and  tennis.  (The  1926  Co-Lin 
women's  volleyball  and  baseball 
teams  had  been  Southwest 
Mississippi  Champions.) 

Women's  basketball  was  discon- 
tinued on  the  junior  college  level  in 
the  50's,  but  resumed  in  1974.  The 
women,  now  known  as  the  Lady 
Wolves,  have  been  competitive  in 
division  play  and  under  the  direction 
of  Coach  Gwyn  Young  have  finished 
in  the  top  four  in  Mississippi  and  cap- 
tured places  in  the  Region  VII  Tour- 
nament. 
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Co-Lin  has  become  a  dominating 
team  in  tennis  in  state  competition 
over  the  past  ten  years  under  Coach 
Mike  Mclntyre.  His  ten-year  win-lost 
record  is  134-17,  30  individual  state 
and  regional  champs,  six  district 
championships  when  the  state  was 
divided  into  districts.  His  tennis  team 
last  won  the  state  and  regional  cham- 
pionship in  1986  and  in  the  summer

of  1988  competed  in  the  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association 
tournament  where  the  team  placed 
15th  in  the  national  finals.  Mclntyre  is 
a  certified  member  of  the  United 
States  Professional  Tennis  Registry. 
Other  areas  of  junior  college  com- 
petition in  which  Co-Lin  participates 
today  include  men's  baseball,  golf, 
and  softball  for  women.
